the murderer of the late D. F. Connell 
exclusive mention of which -was madi 
in yesterday's Daily Times,,the follow 
ing special from.Richmond, Ta., to the 
Columbus Press-Post, throws some ad 
ditional light on the matter::- 


"The most important case considered 


in the Supreme Court of Appeals yes 
terday was that of the executor of D. 
F. Connell vs. the Chesapeake & - Ohio 
and Pullman Car companies. D. F. 
Connell was a well known business 
man of Portsmouth, Ohio, who was 
shot in his berth on one of the defend- 
ant's sleeping cars near Waynesboro 
Va,~, on the nighfof .August 1st, 189T. 
The assassin, it is supposed, slipped in 
to'the coach, shot Connell down anc 
then hastily escaped. The wounded 
man was removed to Charlotteville 
where he died. Both companies were 
sued for $ 10,000 in ^the- Circuit Court 
of Richmond. Defendants [ demurred 
to the declaration and the demurrer 
was sustained. 
The case was appealed 


to the Court of Appeals.

"The conclusion of the court is that 


Connell lost his life in a manner which 
the defendants could not have foreseen 
or.provided against. 
To do so, the 


opinion 'says, would be to require of 
them more than human foresight as to 
the minds and motives of men and 
make them insurers of lives of their pas- 
sengers.

"In connection with this finding of 


the court comes the information that a 
negro named J. Prince, now serving a 
term in the state prison for-killing two 
Italians near Roanoke, has made a con- 
fession of having killed a man on a 
sleeper on the C. & 0., and from the 
date, description and circumstances it 
must have been the defendant, D. F.

stormy road for years. It has led them 
into the courts and finally into the pen- 
itentiary. 
It has branded both of them 


as convicts, has wasted their wealth 
and caused untold misery, but it has 
survived all this and now seeks peace, 
quiet and happiness at the marriage 
altar. 


The story dates back to 18S6 when 


Thomas and Anna West, just married, 
went to live at the home of George 
Lair and wife near America P. 0., 
this county. After about two years 
Thomas disappeared.

Washington, D. C.f- April 8, 1896: 5 


Hon. John L. Vance, President Ohio 


Valley 
Improvement 
Association, 


Gallipolis, Ohio. 
My Dear Sir:—There is great cause 


for congratulation on the part of the 
millions interested in the traffic upon 
the Ohio river, by reason of the river 
and harbor bill which we passed on 
Monday. 
That bill was passed under 


a suspension of the rules and with only 
forty minutes of debate, and some crit- 
icism was offered because of that -fact; 
but the Record shows that two hours 
and a half were tendered for debate, 
and that limit was refused by the 
enemies of the bill, and it was only 
when their objection was reiterated 
that I refused any extension of debate 
beyond the limit given by the rules. I 
had carefully examined the bill, and 
believed that it would not be improved 
by debate_or attempted amendment. 


The chairman of the committee, Hon. 


W. B. Hooker, has shown himself a 
most capable member of the House in- 
his intelligent and successful manage- 
ment of the bill. The Ohio Valley Im- 
provement Association and yourself 
conspicuously may well be congratu- 
lated upon the outcome of your efforts 
thus far to secure adequate appropria- 
tions for the great valley which yon 
represent. No river of the world fur- 
nishes to commerce such a volume of 
traffic as does the Ohio river and its 
tributaries, and hence it is the high 
duty of statesmanship to see to it that 
the natural advantages which God has 
given to the Ohio valley shall be utilized 
to the utmost extent possible. 


It is not in the amount of money 


immediately appropriated that they 
have achieved victory, but it is in the 
fact that after all these years of strug- 
gle the system of contract improvement 
has been applied to the Ohio river. 
An intelligent plan of improvement 
will be the result of the survey which 
is ordered in this bill, and the letting by 
contract of the work tuSder the new plan 
will save to the government not less 
than thirty per cent, in actual cost, 
and relieve the friends of the improve- 
ment from constantly worrying over 
the river and harbor bill. The enter- 
ing wedge has been driven to the head, 
and all that follows will be triumphal 
progress towards the completion of the 
work.

The suspense and 
uncertainty that the office seeker suf- 
fers, is illustrated by the case of a man 
from my own state who thought he had 
good reason to expect an appointment 
from President Garfield. After he had 
been weeks at Washington, and had 
brought to bear all the influence he 
could command.

His answer was: "Very 
well, very well, but there is nothing 
focal yet," It was wonderfully expres- 
sive, and has remained in my memory 
as a type of the state of uncertainty 
which 
accompanies 
office-seeking.

There are few offices at Washington 


the salaries of which enable the incum- 
bent to save any money, and the aver- 
age experience of those holding places 
in the departments, I am sure, is, if 
they would express it, that private 
business offers better returns and gives 
better chance for advancement.

MONARCHIAL RULE. 


Th« German Empire Ha» Done Hnch to 


Reaffirm It. 


. To^JJie student of political institu- 
tions perhaps the most characteristic 
, thing about the history of the German 
empire, says..Macmlllan's Magazine, is 
the example that it gives us of there- t 
vival or reaffirmation, so to speak, of the j 
principle of monarchy. That princi- 
ple has received some rude shocks inre- 
.cent years. The establishment of the 
Trench republic was one, and the depo- 
sition of the emperor of Brazil was cer- 
tainly another. Both events gave great 
encouragement to republican ideas. 
Kingship in the old absolute sense had 
long been on the wane. The French- 
revolution almost shattered the founda- 
tions of the old monarchical ruJe. In 
England the old kingship received its 
final blow when GeorgeIV. surrendered 
his position on the question of the 
emanciaption of the Catholics; no at-, 
tempt has since been made to impose 
the royal will upon a reluctant min- 
istry or parliament. In Prance the old 
kingship disappeared when Louis Phil- 
ippe, the Citizen King, was summoned 
to the throne; for the monarchy of July 
was built on strictly constitutional' 
lines. Even in Prussia a very restricted 
constitution was reluctantly conceded.' 


King Frederick William IV. vowed 


that he would never let asheet of paper 
intervene between the God in Heaven 
and his subjects; but even he was forced, 
at last to yield to the spirit of the age,' 
and, 
as Bismarck picturesquely put it, 


the crown itself threw a clod upon its 
coffin. 
The Italian states and Spain 


were for long in a condition of chronic 
revolution, and either constitutions 
were extorted or republics were estab- 
lished. It almost seemed as though the 
principle of kingship was doomed ere 
long to disappear. But the history of; 
the German empire has done much 
toward the restoration, of monaax-hy to 
its old illustrious position.

HARDY COFFEE PLANTS. 


They T.lvo and Are Fruitful Sometimes 


for a Centnry. 


Coffee plants, says the Xew York Ob- 


server, are usually raised from seeds 
sown in beds upon the mountains, 
where the thermometer varies from 55 
degrees Fahrenheit in winter to SO de- 
grees in the height of summer. When 
they are two years old the small shoots 
are set out in rows six feet apart each 
way. In three years they begin to j'ield. 
They are increasingly fruitful for 15 to 
20 years and live for a century. The 
trees bloom in February^ in Guadeloupe, 
the fruit ripens from August to Decem- 
ber, but bloom and green fruit and the 
ripened berry may be sometimes seen at 
once during the latter part of the year. 
The berry is red, of tie size and color of 
a cherry; the coffee is made from the 
kernel or seed, which is divided into two 
hemispheres. 


This seed goes through a variety of 


processes before it becomes the coffee 
of commerce and is prepared for use iii 
the delicious beverage which is known 
all over the world. Most of the coffee 
of the French islands goes naturally to 
France, but it is not so cheap as the 
South American product, and its culti- 
vation is encouraged by governmental 
bounties. The coffee and sugar inter- 
ests do not conflict, for the former occu- 
pies the highlands and the latter the 
lowlands.
